AN  ACT 

TO  INCORPORATE  THE  GENERAL  THEOLOGICAL  LIBRARY. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives , in  General  Court 

assembled , and  by  the  authority  of  the  same , as  follows : — 

Section  1.  Charles  Burroughs,  John  C.  Hayden,  Luther  Farn- 
ham,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a corpora- 
tion, by  the  name  of  The  General  Theological  Library,  in 
the  city  of  Boston,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  religion  and  theo- 
logical learning ; with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to 
all  the  duties,  liabilities,  and  restrictions  set  forth  in  the  sixty-eighth 
chapter  of  the  General  Statutes,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  appli- 
cable. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  may  hold  real  and  personal  estate  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
exclusive  of  books  #nd  furniture. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

AN  ACT 

IN  ADDITION  TO  AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  GENERAL  THEOLOGICAL 

LIBRARY. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  Court 
assembled , and  by  the  authority  of  the  same , as  follows  : — 

Section  1.  All  the  funds  of  the  General  Theological  Library, 
except  when  otherwise  expressly  ordered  by  the  donor,  shall  be 
applied  exclusively  to  the  establishment  and  maintenance,  in  the 
city  of  Boston,  of  a general  theological  library  of  all  works  per- 
taining to  theology  and  religious  knowledge,  and  of  a reading-room 
for  the  periodical  publications  of  all  religious  denominations. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  nothing  sectarian  in  the  by-laws  or 
management  of  said  corporation  ; but,  in  the  election  of  officers, 
the  purchase  of  books  and  periodical  works,  the  use  of  the  library 
and  reading-room,  and  all  other  matters,  the  rights  and  interests 
of  the  various  religious  denominations  shall  be  respected  and  fairly 
represented. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

CONSTITUTION. 


Article  1.  This  Corporation  shall  be  known  and  designated  as 
“ The  General  Theological  Library.” 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  benefit  all  religious  denominations, 
and  to  promote  the  interests  of  religion  and  the  increase  and  diffu- 
sion of  theological  learning,  by  the  establishment,  in  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton, of  a Public  Theological  Library,  which  shall  contain  ultimately 
as  complete  a collection  as  can  be  made  of  all  works  pertaining  to 
theology  and  religious  knowledge  of  any  kind  ; and  by  opening,  in 
connection  with  the  Library,  a Reading-room,  in  which  the  religious 
newspapers,  journals,  reviews,  pamphlets,  etc.,  etc.,  of  all  denomina- 
tions, shall  be  received.  There  shall  be  nothing  sectarian  in  its 
character,  principles,  or  operations ; but,  in  the  choice  of  officers,  the 
purchase  of  books,  and  all  other  matters,  the  rights  and  interests  of 
all  the  denominations  shall  be  respected  and  represented. 

Art.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of 
books  and  furniture.  Any  person  approved  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors may  become  a member  of  this  Corporation  by  the  payment 
of  fifty  dollars,  which  may  be  paid  in  four  semi-annual  installments 
from  the  date  of  subscription.  A Church  or  Parish  may  become  a 
member  at  the  same  rate,  for  the  benefit  of  its  pastor,  or  other  per- 
son, to  whom  the  privileges  of  membership  will  be  granted  for  fifteen 
years.  A person  may,  also,  become  a member  by  the  payment  of 
$5  annually. 

Art.  4.  Every  member  of  this  Corporation  shall  have  a right  to 
one  vote  in  the  choice  of  officers,,  and  in  all  matters  affecting  the 
property  of  the  Corporation. 

Art.  5.  The  officers  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  fifteen  Direc- 
tors, who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  from  the  members,  at  the  annual 
meeting,  which  hereafter  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Monday  of 
April,  at  the  Library  Hall,  or  other  suitable  place,  and  said  Direc- 
tors shall  be  chosen  at  the  first  election  as  follows : one  third  for 
three  years,  one  third  for  two  years,  and  one  third  for  one  year,  or 
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until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places,  when  their  terms  of  holding 
these  offices  shall  expire.  After  the  first  election  one  third  of  the 
number  shall  be  chosen  annually  for  the  term  of  three  years.  The 
Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in 
their  number. 

Art.  6.  Immediately  after  their  election,  these  Directors  shall 
organize  by  the  choice  of  a President  from  their  own  number,  a 
Treasurer,  a Secretary,  and  Librarian,  which  last  two  offices  may 
be  held  by  the  same  person ; and  by  the  appointment  of  such  Sub- 
Committees  on  Finance,  on  the  Purchase  of  Books,  etc.,  etc.,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient. 

Art.  7.  The  Directors,  thus  chosen  and  organized,  shall  be  in- 
trusted with  the  whole  executive  management  of  the  Institution, 
and  with  the  initiation  and  prosecution  of  such  measures  as  they 
may  think  will  promote  the  interests  and  progress  of  the  Institution, 
and  they  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Corporation  whenever 
they  may  deem  it  necessary  or  expedient. 

Art.  8.  The  foregoing  articles  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  without  previous  notice,  or 
at  any  special  meeting,  previous  notice  having  been  given  of  the 
proposed  alteration  or  amendment  ; but  no  alteration  shall  be 
made  at  any  meeting  except  by  a vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members 
present. 


BY-LAW  OF  THE  CORPORATION. 

In  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation,  at  least  ten  members  must  be 
present  for  the  transaction  of  business. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  occurs  on  the  third  Mon- 
day of  April,  at  11  o’clock  a.  m. 


BY-LAWS. 


CHAPTER  I. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  Directors  shall  meet  on  the  third  Monday  of 
January,  April,  July,  and  October ; and  special  meetings  may  be 
called  at  any  time  by  order  of  the  President  and  Secretary,  or  any 
two  of  the  Directors. 

Sect.  2.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  shall  be  on  the 
third  Monday  of  April,  at  11  o’clock  a.  m.  ; and  a notice  of  the 
same  shall  be  published  in  at  least  two  of  the  daily  papers  of  Bos- 
ton, and  one  week  in  advance. 

CHAPTER  II. 

POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  members ; and,  in  his  absence,  some  Direc- 
tor shall  be  chosen  Chairman  of  the  meeting.  The  President  shall 
also  preside  over  the  general  interests  of  the  Library,  and  shall 
‘further  them  in  every  way  in  his  power. 

Sect.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  intrusted  with  the  property 
of  the  Institution  ; shall  keep  exact  accounts  of  the  same,  and  of 
all  receipts  and  expenditures.  He  shall  make  complete  statements 
of  its  pecuniary  concerns  to  the  members  at  their  annual  meeting, 
and  to  the  Directors  whenever  required.  He  shall  pay  no  bills 
except  by  order  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of 
the  Directors  and  members,  and  shall  record  in  separate  books  the 
proceedings  of  each  body.  He  shall  report  to  the  Directors  all 
communications  received  by  him  relating  to  the  Institution ; and 
shall  keep  all  papers  in  his  department  on  file.  In  his  absence 
from  any  meeting,  a Secretary  pro  tempore  may  be  appointed  by 
the  Directors.  He  shall,  also,  devote  himself  to  the  securing  of 
members  and  annual  subscribers  of  the  Library,  and  to  its  general 
interests. 
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Sect.  4.  The  Librarian  shall  preserve  and  arrange,  in  proper 
order,  all  books,  periodicals,  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  and  other 
articles  in  the  Library  and  Reading-room  ; and  shall  make  out  a 
complete  catalogue  of  the  same.  He  shall  cause  the  regulations 
of  the  Library  to  be  observed ; shall  report  to  the  Directors  all 
donations  and  communications  received  by  him  ; and  all  violations 
of  good  order,  or  of  the  rules' of  the  Institution ; and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  the  Directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

Sect.  5.  The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  visit  the  Library 
and  Reading-room,  at  least  once  a fortnight,  to  give  their  counsel 
and  encouragement  to  the  Secretary  and  Librarian.  They  shall 
recommend  to  the  Directors  what  books  given  to  the  Institution 
shall  be  placed  upon  its  shelves,  and  what  shall  be  exchanged  or 
sold.  They  shall  decide  what  books  shall  be  rebound,  and  as  to  the 
style  of  binding;  and  in  respect  to  the  binding  of  all  serial  works 
and  pamphlets. 

Sect.  6.  The  Committee  on  the  Purchase  of  Books,  besides 
buying  works  for  the  Library,  shall  report  to  the  Directors  what 
books  and  periodicals  ought  to  be  purchased.  They  shall  visit  and 
report  upon  theological  libraries  that  may  be  for  sale,  and  upon  the 
expediency  of  buying  them,  and  may,  in  special  cases,  authorize  the 
Librarian  to  purchase  books  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  dol- 
lars within  any  one  month,  said  expenditure  to  be  reported  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Directors. 

Sect.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  to 
devise  and  to  report  to  the  Directors  upon  measures  for  increasing 
the  resources  of  the  Corporation ; and  also  to  consider  and  report 
upon  all  expenditures,  except  such  as  may  be  made  in  the  purchase 
of  books. 

CHAPTER  III. 

RIGHTS  AND  OBLIGATIONS  OF  MEMBERS,  SUBSCRIBERS,  AND  OTHERS. 

Section  1.  Members  shall  be  furnished  with  certificates  of  mem- 
bership, under  the  seal  of  the  Corporation,  signed  by  the  President, 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

Sect.  2.  Members  may  use  the  Library  at  the  rooms,  free  of 
charge  ; and  by  paying  two  dollars  a year,  shall  be  entitled  to  take 
from  the  Library  two  volumes  at  a time ; those  residing  in  the  city 
of  Boston,  or  within  ten  miles  thereof,  may  retain  them  for  one 
fortnight ; those  residing  at  a greater  distance  than  ten  miles  from 
the  city  may  keep  them  one  month,  except  in  the  case  of  books 
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which  have  belonged  to  the  Library  less  than  one  year ; of  these, 
one  volume  may  be  taken  at  a time,  and  retained  one  half  of  the 
time  mentioned  above.  All  periodicals  received  in  the  Reading- 
room,  excepting  what  are  generally  known  as  newspapers,  are  reck- 
oned as  new  books  until  the  time  when  they  are  bound,  except  the 
latest  numbers  of  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  Any  member,  or  other  person,  injuring  the  property 
of  the  Library,  and  refusing  to*  make  compensation,  or  otherwise 
infringing  the  regulations  of  the  Institution,  shall  be  deprived  of 
its  privileges  by  the  Library  Committee,  until  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Directors,  who  shall  take  action  thereon. 

Sect.  4.  Any  member,  or  other  person,  carrying  a book  or  article 
out  of  the  Library  or  Reading-room,  contrary  to  the  rules,  shall 
forfeit  his  right  to  the  Institution  for  one  year ; or,  if  an  annual  sub- 
scriber, shall  forfeit  his  subscription. 

Sect.  5.  Members  and  annual  subscribers  keeping  books  from 
the  Library  longer  than  the  rule  on  the  subject  enjoins,  shall  pay 
a fine  to  the  Institution  of  two  cents  a day  on  each  volume  so  re- 
tained. 

Sect.  6.  Subscribers  to  the  Library  who  are  not  members  shall 
pay  for  the  use  of  it,  including  that  of  taking  out  books,  at  the  rate 
of  five  dollars  a year,  or  three  dollars  for  six  months. 

Clergymen,  and  students  preparing  for  the  Christian  ministry, 
not  members,  may  have  the  full  use  of  the  Library  for  three  dollars 
a year,  or  one  dollar  a quarter ; and  Sunday-school  superintendents 
and  teachers,  at  one  dollar  for  six  months.

CHAPTER  IV. 

RULES  AS  TO  THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING-ROOM. 

Section  1.  The  Library  and  Reading-room  shall  be  open  from 
9 o’clock  a.  m.  until  1 p.  m.,  and  from  3 o’clock  p.  m.  until  6 p.  m., 
from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  October ; and  from  9 
a.  m.  until  1 p.  m.,  and  from  3 to  4J-  p.  m.,  from  the  first  day  of  Oc- 
tober until  the  first  day  of  April,  on  all  secular  days  of  the  year, 
except  Fast  Day,  Christmas,  the  Fourth  of  July,  Thanksgiving  Day, 
and  during  the  annual  examination  of  the  Library. 

Sect.  2.  The  Library  Committee  shall  decide  what  books  may 
be  taken  from  the  Library,  and  what  must  be  always  retained  upon 
its  shelves  as  works  of  reference. 

Sect.  3.  When  a written  request  shall  be  left  with  the  Librarian 

UNIVERSITY  d 
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for  a particular  book,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  retain  the  same  for  the 
person  requesting  it  one  day  after  it  shall  be  returned. 

Sect.  4.  Every  book  shall  be  returned  in  good  order,  regard 
being  had  to  its  necessary  wear  with  good  usage.  If  any  book  shall 
be  lost  or  injured,  the  person  to  whom  it  stands  charged  shall  re- 
place it  by  a new  volume,  or  set,  if  it  belongs  to  a set,  or  pay  the 
current  price  thereof  to  the  Treasurer.  The  remainder  of  the  set 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  so  paying  for  the  same. 

Sect.  5.  The  Library  Committee  may,  for  special  reasons,  per- 
mit a person,  who  is  neither  a member,  subscriber,  clergyman,  or 
theological  student,  to  visit  and  use  the  Library,  and,  on  applica- 
tion to  draw  books,  under  such  restrictions  as  they  may  think  proper 
to  impose. 

Sect.  6.  New  publications  shall  be  withheld  from  circulation  so 
long  as  the  Library  Committee  may  deem  it  expedient ; but  no  book 
shall  go  out  until  it  has  been  in  the  Library  one  week. 

Sect.  7.  There  shall  be  an  annual  examination  of  the  Library 
during  the  fortnight  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members, 
at  which  time  all  books  shall  be  returned  to  the  Library,  the  per- 
sons holding  them  having  received  a fourteen-days’  notice  of  the 
examination  ; and  every  person  having  one  or  more  books,  and  neg- 
lecting to  return  the  same  when  notified,  shall  pay  a fine  of  fifty 
cents  for  each  volume  so  retained.  The  examination  shall  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  Library  Committee. 

MISCELLANEOUS  BY-LAWS. 

Section  1.  For  the  present,  four  Directors  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Sect.  2.  A record  shall  be  kept  by  the  Librarian  of  all  donations 
of  books  or  other  articles  ; and  on  all  books,  etc.,  presented,  the 
name  of  the  donor  shall  be  inscribed  in  such  style  as  the  Library 
Committee  may  direct. 

Sect.  3.  Any  person  admitted  to  the  Library  may  propose,  over 
his  own  signature,  the  purchase  of  any  publication  not  in  the  Li- 
brary, by  inserting  its  title  in  a book  that  shall  be  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  by  giving  such  information  in  regard  to  it  as  may  be  in 
his  power. 

Sect.  4.  Amendments  to  the  By-laws  may  be  proposed  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  Directors,  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  next 
meeting,  notice  being  given  to  each  Director  of  the  proposed  alter- 
ation ; and  a majority  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  make  the  change.

Sect.  5.  If  a member:  of  the  Board  of  Directors  be  absent  from 
four  consecutive  regular  meetings,  without  sufficient  excuse,  he  may  - 
be  considered  as  having  declined  serving  as  a Director. 


SUMMARY  OF  THE  RULES  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 


All  members  of  the  Society  may  use  the  Library  at  the  rooms, 
without  charge. 

Members  paying  two  dollars  a year  shall  be  entitled  to  take  from 
the  Library  two  volumes  at  a time ; those  residing  in  Boston,  or 
within  ten  miles  thereof,  may  retain  them  for  two  weeks ; those 
residing  at  a greater  distance  from  the  city  may  keep  them  one 
month,  except  in  the  case  of  books  which  have  belonged  to  the 
Library  less  than  one  year ; of  these,  one  volume  may  be  taken  at 
a time,  and  retained  one  half  of  the  period  mentioned  above. 

All  periodicals  received  in  the  Reading-room,  excepting  news- 
papers, are  reckoned  as  new  books,  until  the  time  when  they  are 
bound,  excepting  the  latest  numbers  of  the  same. 

Persons,  who  are  not  members,  shall  pay  for  the  use  of  the  Li- 
brary, including  the  drawing  of  books,  five  dollars  a year,  or  three 
dollars  for  six  months.  Clergymen,  and  students  preparing  for  the 
Christian  ministry,  may  enjoy  the  full  use  of  the  Library  for  three 
dollars  a year,  or  one  dollar  a quarter  ; and  Sunday-school  superin- 
tendents and  teachers,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for  six  months. 

A person  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  is  enrolled  as 
an  honorary  or  life  member,  with  a right  to  the  use  of  the  Library 
at  the  rooms.  Life  members  may,  also,  draw  books.  A religious 
society  gains  a perpetual  right  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Library, 
including  the  drawing  of  books  for  its  pastor,  on  the  payment  of  two 
hundred  dollars. 

The  distance  to  which  books  may  be  taken  from  the  Library  is, 
at  present,  unlimited. 

Persons  keeping  books  from  the  Library  longer  than  the  rule  on 
the  subject  enjoins,  are  liable  to  a fine  of  two  cents  a day,  on  each 
volume  so  retained. 

The  Library  is  usually  open  on  each  secular  day,  from  8J  a.  m. 
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to  6 p.  m.,  from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  October ; 
and  from  8J  a.  >i.  to  4J  p.  m.,  from  the  first  day  of  October  to  the 
first  of  April. 

FORM  OF  A BEQUEST. 

I give  and  bequeath  to  the  General  Theological  Library, 

dollars  for  the  purposes  of  the  Library  as  specified  in  the  acts  of 
incorporation.  And  I hereby  direct  my  executor,  or  executors,  to 
pay  said  sum  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Library,  taking  his  receipt 
therefor,  within  — — - months  after  my  decease. 


REPORT. 


To-day  the  corporate  members  of  the  General  Theological  Li- 
brary celebrate  its  tenth  anniversary.  The  Society  began  ten  years 
ago,  with  a very  little  money,  and  with  a very  few  volumes.  It  has 
now  a large  and  growing  Theological  Library,  which  is  becoming 
more  and  more  useful,  an  extensive  religious  Reading-room,  a con- 
siderable nucleus  of  a permanent  fund,  with  every  prospect  of  its 
being  constantly  increased,  and  giving  promise  of  becoming  one  of 
the  most  interesting  institutions  in  our  country. 

The  year  that  ends  this  day  has  not  been  distinguished  by  great 
events  in  the  progress  of  the  Institution,  though  it  has  been  an  im- 
portant one  to  our  cause. 


FINANCES. 

The  balance  in  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  SI 67.74, 
and  the  receipts  into  the  Treasury,  including  it,  have  been  $4,378.44, 
or  a larger  sum  than  during  any  preceding  year  save  one.  The 
disbursements  have  been  $4,264.70,  leaving  a balance  in  hand  of 
$113.74.  Included  in  the  receipts  have  been  two  bequests  of  $500 
each,  one  from  our  late  friend,  Mr.  James  Read,  and  the  other  from 
a most  useful  member  of  our  Society,  Mr.  Ebenezer  Dale.  These 
bequests,  and  an  additional  sum  of  $200,  a part  of  a former  gift  of 
Mr.  Dale,  have  been  safely  invested,  making  the  Permanent  Fund 
greater  by  $1,200  than  a twelve-month  ago;  and  if  we  include  the 
increase  of  the  Library,  making  the  Institution  richer  by  $2,000. 

The  estimated  value  of  the  property  of  the  corporation  is  now  as

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THE  INCREASE  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year  581 
volumes,  of  which  87  were  purchased,  and  494  were  given,  making 
the  entire  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library,  including  those  not 
yet  received,  10,458.  There  has  been  an  addition  of  1,824  pam- 
phlets, the  whole  number  now  being  nearly  10,000.  The  number 
of  daily  and  weekly  newspapers  on  file  is  upwards  of  27,000. 

The  Directors  would  make  special  mention  of  the  handsome  gift 
of  books  to  the  Library  made  by  the  Rev.  William  C.  Gannett,  to 
the  number  of  414.  The  volumes  are  all  the  more  precious,  coming 
as  they  did  from  the  large  and  valuable  library  of  the  father  of  the 
giver,  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Ezra  S.  Gannett. 

The  number  of  books  added  the  past  year  is  more  than  twice  as 
many  as  during  the  preceding  year.  The  average  addition  each 
year  of  the  existence  of  the  Library,  including  those  not  yet  re- 
ceived, has  been  upwards  of  a thousand  volumes.

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A collection  of  religious  periodicals  of  twice  the  number  above 
enumerated  would  be  desirable.  The  room  specially  needs  an  ad- 
dition of  several  of  the  best  American  and  British  periodicals, 
together  with  some  of  the  best  of  France,  Italy,  and  Germany,  of 
which  last  it  has  none. 

THE  USE  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

A common  question  asked  by  those  invited  to  patronize  an  Insti- 
tution is  this : “ Is  it  useful  ? ” This  question  can  be  answered  in 
the  affirmative  in  reference  to  the  Theological  Library.  During 
the  year  past  its  books  have  been  taken  out  by  subscribers  residing 
in  forty-two  towns  and  villages  of  Massachusetts,  the  most  distant 
being  a hundred  miles  remote.  Besides  this,  persons  from  thirteen 
States  of  our  Union  and  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada  have  con- 
sulted the  Library  and  Reading-room  at  our  rooms.  Fully  30,000 
volumes  and  periodicals  have  been  taken  out,  or  consulted  in  the 
Library. 

It  is  an  encouraging  fact  that  in  no  former  year  have  there  been 
so  many  voluntary  applications  made  by  clergymen,  Sunday-school 
teachers,  theological  students,  and  others,  to  use  the  Library,  and 
take  out  books.  The  income  received  from  the  small  sums  sub- 
scribed by  each  to  enjoy  this  privilege  has  been  thirty-six  per  cent, 
greater  than  it  was  the  previous  year,  and,  we  believe,  any  other 
year  since  the  Institution  was  founded. 

THE  THEOLOGICAL  LIBRARY  IS  NEEDED. 

Another  question  often  put  by  those  who  are  expected  to  aid  a 
new  Institution  is  this  : “ Is  it  needed  ? ” The  Directors  can  answer 
this  question,  also,  in  the  affirmative,  in  reference  to  the  Theological 
Library,  for  the  following  among  other  reasons  : This  Library  is  the 
only  one  in  the  country  for  the  religious  public  at  large,  embracing 
all  denominations. 

Nor  shall  we  be  able  to  show  that  a large  theological  library  is 
not  necessary,  by  saying,  “ It  is  enough  for  the  Christian  ministry 
to  read  the  New  Testament/’  But  the  minister  of  the  Gospel  can- 
not read  the  New  Testament  in  the  most  intelligent  manner,  unless 
aided  by  a theological  library,  and  the  fuller  it  is  the  more  intelli- 
gent will  be  his  reading  of  the  Bible. 

There  is  a ready  reply  for  those  who  say,  that  “ the  clergy  and 
others  who  want  religious  books  have  good  salaries,  and  can  buy  for 
themselves.”  Of  the  some  60,000  clergymen  in  this  country,  20,000 
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are  found,  by  the  most  recent  statistics,  to  have  salaries  of  only  $500, 
or  less,  each,  per  annum.  A scholarly  and  intelligent  clergyman 
recently  remarked,  that  “ he  had  not  been  able  to  purchase  a new 
theological  work  in  twelve  years.”  Another  working  clergyman  in 
one  of  these  United  States  has  lately  said  “that  he  had  not  found 
the  means  to  buy  a book  since  he  entered  the  ministry.”  A large 
proportion  of  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Sabbath-school  teach- 
ers and  theological  students  in  our  country  are  quite  as  unable  to 
purchase  for  themselves  the  libraries  that  they  need  to  pursue  their 
studies. 

It  is  sometimes  said,  that  “ the  infidelity  of  this  age  grows  out  of 
its  religious  literature,  and  therefore  theological  libraries  are  not  to 
be  encouraged.”  But  this  is  an  argument  of  the  illogical  kind,  and 
is  not  sustained  by  history  or  observation. 

The  most  literary  nations  of  the  present  day  excel  all  others  in 
their  Christian  faith.  The  very  theological  controversies  that  have 
occasionally  flourished  in  these  countries  often  producing  works 
containing  dangerous  errors,  have,  in  the  end,  tended  to  purify  the 
moral  atmosphere,  to  lessen  skepticism,  and  to  develop  an  humbler 
and  purer  Christian  faith. 

A WORD  TO  RELIGIOUS  PARISHES. 

The  Directors,  a few  months  since,  took  such  action  that  any 
Religious  Parish,  on  the  payment  to  this  Corporation  of  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars,  may  become  a member  of  the  same,  and  enjoy 
all  its  literary  advantages,  for  its  pastor  for  the  time  being,  so  long 
as  the  Corporation  shall  exist.  This  money  may  be  paid  in  install- 
ments of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  each,  the  whole  to  be  paid 
within  three  years  from  the  first  payment,  and  the  privileges  to  the 
pastor  to  begin  when  the  first  installment  is  paid. 

Every  Parish  thus  becoming  a member  will  really  have  a large 
and  constantly  growing  Parish  Library  for  the  use  of  its  whole  suc- 
cession of  pastors  to  the  end  of  time  ; or  so  long  as  the  Parish  and 
the  Library  exist.  We  cannot  but  believe  that  when  this  subject 
is  well  understood  by  religious  congregations,  that  the  proposed  offer 
will  be  widely  accepted,  — greatly  aiding  the  Institution,  and  minis- 
ters of  congregations,  as  well.  An  individual  thus  constituting  his 
Parish  a member  of  the  Library,  will  confer  one  of  the  greatest 
benefits  upon  the  pastors  of  that  congregation,  upon  the  congrega- 
tion itself,  and  no  inferior  good  upon  the  Library.  Thus  he  will  be 
gratefully  remembered  while  he  lives,  and  long,  long  after  he  has 
departed  this  life. 
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THE  WANTS  OF  THE  INSTITUTION. 

The  most  pressing  want  of  the  Institution,  at  this  time,  is  the 
increase  of  its  permanent  fund,  so  that  it  can  have  an  income  of 
$1,000  a year,  or  more,  for  the  purchase  of  all  the  new  and  impor- 
tant theological  and  religious  books  that  are  annually  issued  from 
the  press.  Students  and  readers  demand  these  works,  and  they 
expect  to  find  them  in  such  a library. 

Another  special  need  of  the  Institution  is  the  ability  to  use  its 
extra  hall,  now  rented,  for  its  own  Reading-room,  for  the  meetings 
of  Directors,  etc. 

A large  and  grooving  building  fund  is  needed,  for  the  time  is  not 
distant  when  both  of  the  halls,  now  leased  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  Library  and  Reading-room,  will  be  too  small.  The  late  Dr. 
Burroughs,  the  first  President  of  the  Institution,  uses  this  language 
in  the  course  of  his  will : “ I give  the  General  Theological  Library, 
established  in  the  city  of  Boston,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
of  which  three  thousand  dollars  is  to  be  appropriated  towards  the 
erection  of  a suitable  building  for  said  Institution,  and  two  thousand 
dollars  thereof  as  a permanent  fund.” 

The  want  of  a building  adapted  to  the  Library  is  felt  more  and 
more  ; and  even  Dr.  Burroughs,  before  his  death  some  years  since, 
often  spoke  in  public  and  private  of  the  importance  of  such  a 
building.  If  the  corporation  possessed  the  necessary  funds,  a lot 
of  land,  in  a proper  situation,  could  be  procured  at  any  time.  And 
it  should  be  remembered  that  desirable  lots  for  such  a purpose,  in 
our  city,  are  growing  scarcer  every  day. 

Another  growing  want  of  our  Library  is  a fund  for  the  binding 
of  books.  Such  a fund  is,  perhaps,  the  last  to  be  created,  but  it  is 
of  about  the  first  consequence.  If  any  one  will  look  around  our 
Library,  he  will  notice  a thousand  volumes  that  should  be  at  once 
rebound  at  an  expense  of  as  many  dollars.  Thus  the  Library  would 
be  very  much  improved  in  appearance,  and  its  usefulness  greatly 
enhanced. 

Still  another  fund  is  needed,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  used 
to  publish  catalogues  of  the  Library  whenever  they  are  wanted. 
The  income  of  such  a fund  could  be  used  by  the  Directors  at  this 
time  to  great  advantage  in  printing  the  MS.  catalogue  that  has  been 
for  some  time  about  ready  for  the  press. 

In  a word,  the  Institution  needs  a generous  endowment  whereby  it 
may  become  strong  and  self-supporting,  keeping  upon  its  shelves 
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100,000  of  the  best  books  in  the  theological  and  religious  depart- 
ment, with  a reading-room  of  equal  fullness  and  excellence.  Such 
an  endowment,  or  the  very  positive  commencement  of  one,  becomes 
more  necessary  every  year,  owing  to  the  growing  expenses  of  our 
Library,  and  owing  to  the  painful  difficulties  attending  the  support 
of  an  educational  and  charitable  institution,  of  this  kind,  by  annual 
and  voluntary  subscriptions. 

OBITUARY. 

In  the  list  of  deceased  members  for  the  year,  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors and  the  Corporation  find  the  name  of  a useful  and  highly 
respected  gentleman,  whose  name  will  hereafter  ever  be  enrolled 
among  the  founders  of  the  Institution.  We  refer  to  the  late  Mr. 
Ebenezer  Dale,  who  suddenly  departed  this  life  in  December  last, 
who  was  a Director  of  our  Library  during  nearly  its  whole  history, 
was  one  of  the  earliest  members  of  the  corporation,  was  the  largest 
giver  to  its  treasury,  with  a single  exception,  was  ever  ready  to  in- 
fluence his  friends  to  aid  it,  who  spoke  of  the  Institution  as  “ a foun- 
tain of  charity,”  and,  for  this  reason,  was  specially  drawn  to  it. 
This  noble  friend  not  only  remembered  this  cause  from  year  to  year 
while  he  lived,  but  also  gave  it  a bequest  to  the  amount  of  five 
hundred  dollars,  which  sum  has  been  paid  to  our  Treasurer  by  the 
executors  of  his  estate.  A like  sum  had  been  previously  given  to 
the  permanent  fund,  and  thus  the  fund  bearing  his  endeared  name 
now  amounts  to  one  thousand  dollars,  and  thus  that  name  shall  be 
honorably  connected  with  the  Institution,  and  gratefully  remembered 
forever. 

The  Directors  sympathize  with  the  family  of  the  late  Mr.  Dale  in 
their  great  and  painful  loss ; and  while  they  faithfully  cherish  his 
memory,  they  may  be  assured  that  our  Institution  with  equal  fidelity 
will  remember  that  brother  beloved,  the  like  of  whose  friendship 
and  service  it  but  too  seldom  enjoys. 

Hardly  less  distinguished  and  useful  among  our  number  was  the 
late  Rev.  Dr.  Ezra  S.  Gannett,  who  in  the  month  of  August  met 
with  sudden  death  in  the  terrible  disaster  that  occurred  in  the  town 
of  Revere.  Dr.  Gannett  was  one  of  the  earliest  friends  of  our  In- 
stitution, who  aided  in  its  establishment,  — was  one  of  the  original 
members  of  the  corporation,  and  for  a number  of  years  a member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Fora  gentleman  of  his  means  and  pro- 
fession he  gave  largely  to  our  cause  of  his  money  and  his  books ; 
and  his  children,  with  whom  we  sympathize  in  their  great  trial, 
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emulating  the  liberal  spirit  of  their  father,  have  placed  upon  our 
shelves  several  hundred  of  the  most  valuable  works  of  his  large 
private  library.  The  late  Dr.  Gannett  was  one  of  the  friends  of 
the  Theological  Library,  who  loved  and  served  it  in  its  beginning, 
and  whose  friendship  was  manifested  towards  it,  in  various  ways,  to 
the  very  end  of  his  life. 

It  is  noticeable  that  Mr.  Theron  J.  Dale,  a brother  of  him  who 
was  so  dear  to  us,  who  was  also  a corporate  member  of  the  Library, 
and  who  had  rendered  it  considerable  service,  died  in  August  last, 
and  is  mourned  by  several  societies  that  he  aided,  as  well  as  by 
numerous  personal  friends. 

On  the  13th  of  December  last,  Mr.  Samuel  L.  Hinckley,  who  was 
also  enrolled  among  our  corporate  members,  died  in  a foreign  land, 
and  is  not  only  missed  by  ourselves,  but  by  the  many  friends  to 
whom  he  was  endeared. 

The  other  three  members  that  have  departed  this  life  since  our 
last  annual  meeting  are  the  late  Rev.  S.  J.  Evans,  a worthy  and 
useful  minister  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  Mr.  Charles 
Cunningham,  of  Boston,  and  Mr.  Henry  B.  Humphrey,  of  Newport, 
R.  I.,  all  of  whom  had  rendered  our  Institution  good  and  cheerful 
service. 

NEW  MEMBERS  AND  SUBSCRIBERS. 

While  “friend  after  friend  departs,”  our  Heavenly  Father  has 
raised  up  new  friends  for  the  cause  to  whose  interests  we  stand 
pledged.  Twenty  new  members,  thirty-two  new  subscribers  from 
among  the  clergy  and  Sabbath-school  teachers,  and  twenty-eight 
other  new  subscribers  have  been  added,  making  the  entire  list  of 
additions  for  the  year,  seventy. 

THE  FUTURE. 

The  Directors  cannot  but  feel  that  the  General  Theological 
Library  has  a cheering  future  before  it.  Grateful  to  our  friends 
who  have  stood  by  the  cause,  and  who  have  patiently  listened  to  its 
calls  from  year  to  year,  we  would  bespeak  their  continued  aid  until 
such  time  as  the  Library  shall  become  endowed,  which  may  the 
Lord  hasten  in  his  time.

“ That  the  names  of  persons  distinguished  for  eminent  services 
may  be  enrolled  as  Founders,  Patrons,  or  Honorary  Members  of  the 
Library,  as  the  Directors  from  time  to  time  may  judge  proper.” 

It  was  also  voted,  that  persons  giving  any  sum  of  money  to  the 
Institution  should  have  their  names  enrolled  in  a book,  to  be  forever 
kept  in  the  Library,  with  the  sums  opposite  their  names. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Directors,  January  3,  1870:  — 

“ Voted , that  any  Religious  Society,  on  the  payment  to  this  Corpo- 
ration of  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  shall  be  entitled  to  mem- 
bership, with  the  full  privilege  of  the  Library,  except  voting,  for  its 
pastor,  for  the  time  being,  so  long  as  the  Corporation  shall  exist.” 

At  a meeting  of  the  Directors,  May  3,  1871,  on  the  motion  of 
the  Hon.  Robert  C.  Winthrop,  — 

“ Voted,  that  all  sums  given  or  bequeathed  to  the  Institution  of 
$500,  or  upwards,  unless  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  Donor,  be 
added  to  the  Permanent  Fund,  and  be  held  under  the  name  of  the 
giver.”
